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The prior art neither describes nor suggests the 
specific combination of all the features in claim 1, 
especially the translucent covering layer which, 
according to claim 1, covers the entire image layer, 
including its border. Consequently, an inventive 
step within the meaning of PCT Article 33(3) is 
involved. The process according to the present claim 
8 thus meets the requirements of PCT Article 3 3 for 
novelty and inventive step. 

2. Claims 2-7 and 9: 

Dependent claims 2-7 define advantageous embodiments 
of a decorative element having all the features of 
independent claim 1, and dependent claim 9 defines 
an advantageous production process having all the 
features of independent claim 8 .
